General Hancock’s death was the result of 
a malignant carbuncle on the back of his neck, 
which had confined him to bed for several 
days. No serious alarm was felt, howevor, 
until shortly before he expired. 

IN THE PRESENCE OF DEATH. 

In front of No. 8 Governor's island, an or- 
derly this afternoon was pacing to and fro. . It 
was the late residence of Major-General Win-- 
field Scott Hancock, who had died therein at 
°’-25 o'clock. If the general had lived until 
the 14th day of the present month he would 
have completed his sixty-second year, having 
been born at Norristown, Pennsylvania, leb- 
ruary 14th, 1824. In the second story 
front room, furnished with soldier-like sim 
plicity, lay the remains of a general who, as 
the guards remarked, had led the troops to 
more battles than any of his military con- 
temporaries. The death of General Hancock 
was nota surprise to his family, it was ashock 
to them as to his friends. 

Twenty days ago he started on business.con- 
pected with the department of the Atlantic to 
Philadelphia, where he remained two days, 
and then proceeded to Washington. Jn Wash- 
ington a boil developed on the back of his 
neck. It was lanced on January 30, and as 
the general was much inconvenienced by its 
presence, he returned to New York several 
days sooner than he had designed. During the 
first week of February the boil developed into 
a malignant carbuncle, which prevented rest 
or sleep. 
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DANGER ANTICIPATED. 

Dr. Janeway was called in attendance, and 
it was not until marked weakness had resulted 
from the presence of the carbuncle that the 
surgeon discovered that General Hancock was 
suffering from diabetes. Dr. Janeway called 
in consultation Dr: Sutherland, medical direc- 
tor of the department, and Dr. D. M. Stimson, 
of New York. The medical men concluded 
Monday that the ease was assuming a very se- 
rious form. At 10 o'clock Monday night, be- 
fore going away, Dr. Janeway found his pa- 
tient in good spirits and ale to assist himself, 
and he left him apparently improved and in 
charge of Hospital Steward Robinson, 
At 6:45 Tuesday morning Mrs. Han-‘ock 
dispatched an orderly for Dr. Janeway, as she 
feared the general was sinking rapidly. Ths 
doctor came speedily, and found the general 
in a comatose state, with a feeble pulse and all 
the premonitary symptoms of death. The 
doctor summoned the two physicians already 
named. Hypodermic injections of brandy 
andether, and of carbonate of ammonia and 
brandy. were administered. These, however, 
only aileviated the suffering of the soldier, 
who gradually sank away until death was 
teuched at 3:35, p. m., as stated. 
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and one boy, named Mara, Ada and (iwynne, 
the issue of the general’s son Russell, who 
died December 26, 1884, and whose loss the 
general has ever since mourned. Major Gen- 
eral Whipple will assume commaud of the de- 
partment, supported by Lieutenant Colonel 
Jackson, until the president shall appoint 
General Hancock’s successor from Generals 
Schofield, Terry or Howard. 

Orders in relation to the funeral ceremonies 
are expected from Washington tomorrow. 
Meantime the body will be embalmed by the 
ofticers of the post. In general orders tomor- 
row will be promulgated the annoncement of 
General Hancock’s death, when the regulation 
mourning will be adopted. The flags were at 
once half-masted on the announcement of the 
death. The general will probably be interred 
at Norristown, Pa. 

THE FLAGS AT HALF MAST. 

The flags on the public buildings in this 
city were at half mast within an hour after 
the announcement of the death of General 
Hancock. The news of the death was all the 
more startling from the fact that few,.even of 
his intimate friends, had any knowledge 
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that his illness was considered serious. As 
: late as Saturday last he was

When he went to Washing- 
ton two weeks ago today, a slight eruption on 
bis neck, near the base of his brain, gave him 
some uneasiness, and inflammation increased

The eruption continued 
to discharge freely, and the loss 
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of bloed was such as to make a very percepti- 
ble ditference in the general’s usual robust ap- 
pearance. Immediately after his return to 
Governor's island, a week ago, the general sent 
for Di. John H. Janeway, attending surgeon of 
the department, who soon perceived signs of a 
carbuncle. The next day it was deveioped, 
and it gradually grow worse, although 

Dr. Janeway did not consider the condition of 
his patient past the point of speedy recovery 
until Sunday night, the 7th inst., when decid- 
edly unfavorable symptoms set in, accompan- 
ied by delirium. The malady had touched the 
brain, and there appeared to be good ground 
for the opinion that bis days were numbered. 
Concentrated beef tea, milk and stimulants 
were administered. 

Colonel Charles Sunderland, medical director 
on the island, co-operated with Dr. Janeway in 
attendance on the patient, and the general 
cheerfully assisted his physicians by complying 
strictly with their directions. Although his 
condition was alarming, his pulse was regular

NO AUTOPSY TO BE HELD. 

It has been decided that there shall be no 
autopsy. The hospital steward has charge of 
the remains, where they lie in the family 
room on the second floor, Near the general’s 
bed, when he died, were scattered many chil- 
dren’s toys, in the disorder of childish dis- 
ertion. The general was unable to speak£o or 
converse with his family or attendants, except 
in broken tones; and scarcely intelligible 
terms. During the morning, when his wife 
became exceedingly alarmed at his condition, 
the general endeavored to address her, and 
succeeded in ealling her by some name that 
hes been one of his ownin addressing his 
wife.

THE GENERAL'S FAMILY. 

In 1573 General Hancock’s only daughter, 
Ada, died. His only son, Russell Hancock, 
died at his father’s home on Governor's island 
a little overa yearago. A short time prey- 
iously Mrs. Hancock’s mother, Mrs. Russell, 
died there, and in that house, too, died Russell 
Russell Hancock left 
two girls,now with their mother in her planta- 
tion in Mississippi, and a boy, (iwynne 10 years 
old, whe is at the house on Governor's island. 
As one by one those whom General ‘Hancock 
loved were removed by death his affection 
feened to cling more and more to his grand- 
son, Gwynne, and when a few weeks ago his 
daughter-in-law left Governor’s island for her 
southern home,he begged her to leave Gwynne 
with him. (General Hancock leaves two 
brothers, Colonel John Hancock, who lives in 
Annapolis. 

The little steam cutter belonging Atbernr: 
ernment, which plies between the battery, 
Wall street and Governor’s island, where Major 
General Hancock lies dead, was kept very 


busy during this evening. Many military 
men, some in uniform, but the 
greater number in the attire of 


civilians, visited Governor’s island to tender 
their services to the oflicers there or to olfer 
corndolence to the bereaved family. Tele- 
grams came in a steady stream to the island 
office, and the operator had not a moment of 
respite. General W. T. Sherman sent the fol- 
fowitig message to General W.D. Whipple: 

St. Louis, February %, ’86.—General W. D. Whip- 
ple: General Mishner has been here, and says Han- 
cock isdead. Is it possible? I must goto the Bur- 


net house, Cincinnati, tonight. Telegraph me 
there. Can 1 do anything to manifest my love for 


him or his widow? - 

Mrs. Hancock has expressedthe desire that 
the funeral shall be a simple one, without os- 
te1itation. For this reason General Hancock 
wiil probabiy be buried without-any miii- 
tary ceremonies whatever. The body 
will Dot be embalmed unless it 
shail lie in state, which tonight 
isextremely doubtful. Superintendent Mur- 
ray, of the police department, New York, seut 
outa general order to all precincts tonight, 
directing that the flags overthe stations be 
placed at half mast at sunrise tomorrow, and 
kept so until after the funeral of General Han- 
cock. 

The governors of states and the mayors of 
cities are quite generally taking due notice of 
General Hancock’s death. 

THE NEWS IN WASHINGTON, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 9.—The tele- 
gram annonncing the dangerous illness of 
General Hancook was received by the presi- 
dent about 1 p. m., today, and was read to the 
cabinet then in session. Just aftcr the cabi- 
net adjourned, asecond telegram was received 
at the white house conveying the intelligence 
of hisdeath. The president was informed, 
and the flag on the white house was placed at 
half mast The president soon after issued the 
following executive order: 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, Washington, February 9, 
iss, 4 o'clock p. m.—The tidings of the death of 
Winfield Scott Hancock, senior major-general of 
the army of the United States, has just been re- 
ceived. A patriotic and valiant defender of his 
country, an ableand heroic soldier, a spotless and 
accomplished gentleman, crowned alike with the 
laurels of military renown and the highest tribute 
ot his fellow countrymen to his worth as a citizen, 
he has gone to his reward. It is fitting that every 
mark of public respect should be paid to his mem- 
ory. Therefore, it Is now ordered by the president 
that the national flag be displayed at half mast 
upon all buildings of the executive departmentsin 
this city until after his funeral shall have taken 


place. DANIEL S. LAMONT, 
‘Private Secretary. 
Immediately on the receipt of the 
intelligence of the death of -General 
Hancock, the flag on the war depart- 


ment building was placed at half mast by 
order of the secretary of war, and arrange- 
ments were made forthe promulgation of a 
genetal order formally announcing his death 
tothe army, which order will be issued to- 
morrow. The secretary of war also recalled 
the invitations he had issued for a reception 
to the officers of the army and navy and the 
maine corps this evening. 

FITZHUGH LEE ON THE DEAD COMMANDER. 

RicuMOND, Va., February 9.—The an- 
nouncement of General Hancock’s death was 
a shock to thiscommunity, where he was held 
in the highest esteem. Governor Lee sent the 
following telegram late this evening. 

To the Commanding Officer at Governors Island, 
New York: All parties and all classes in Virginia 
deplore the death of General Hancock. The coun- 
try mourns the loss ofa superb soldier and noble 
citizen’ 1 personally grieve that a true friend has 
gone. Please let me know when General Hancock 
will be buried. I desire, if possible, to attend his 
funeral. 

Governor Lee in an interview said: “I was 
very fond or General Hancock: He was a 
noble, gallant fellow, and a soldier of undoubt- 
ed merit and great ability. For an instance, I 
believe Gettysburg was the turning point in 
our late war, and it was General Haheovk's 
representations to General Meade that induced 
the latter to fight the battle there. The result 
was the final overthrow of the confederate 
He fought so well on his side during

the war that when it was over he was 
satisfied, and —_ sheathed his sword, 
and believed there must be fraternity 


between both sections to make the whole re- 
public prosperous.

THE CAREER OF GENERAL HANCOCK. 

General Winfield Scott Hancock was de- 
scended from a brilliant quartette of races— 
the English, the Welsh, the Scotch and the 
Irish, and the blood that belongs to these de- 
veloped in him many of the best qualities of 
each. He was born at Montgomery Square, 
Montgomery county, Pennsylvania, February 
14th, 1824. His parents were Benjamin Frank~ 
lin Hancock and Elizabeth Hawkesworth:

Young Hancock was educated at Norristown 
academy, and when sixteen years of age he 
was seit fo West Point military academy, 

ingin 1844, when he was appointed 
revet second lieutenant of the sixth infantry. 
This regiment did service in Mexico, and was 
one of these which entered the city of Mexico 
in 1847, In all ofthe engagements Lieuten- 
ant Hancock een mentioned for merit. 
In the Florida war Hancock reached the grade 
of captain when the war of secession broke 
out, in 1860 Hancock was on duty in Los 
Angeles, California. During the war he bore 
a distinguished part coming out as main gen- 
eral of volunteers. 

It is in his career just after the war, how- 
ever, that the people are greatly interested. 
On the 29th of November, 1867, he assumed 
command of the department of the gulf, com- 
prising the states of Louisiana and Texas, 
with headquarters at New Orleans. (General 
Hancock was averse to this change, and re- 
quested the authorities at Washington to leave 
him where he was. When he reached New 
Orleans he became, under the _  recon- 
struction laws, the absolute ruler of two states. 
He had power to remove civil magistrates, to 
suppress local tribunals, to establish military 
commissioners, and to suspend civil laws. He 
was invested with powers which subjected him 
to scarcely any other restraint than his own 
discretion, and at ghe outset he was called upon 
to decide for himself whether in his adminis- 
tration he would use the civil authorities, or, 
entirely discarding them, resort instead to 
military commissions for the trial of all offen- 
ces. It is not too much to say that many civ- 
ijlians placed in similar positions, with unlim- 
ited authority and command of money, might 
have been carried away by the temptations to 
use despotic power which were presented to 
him; but he, though educated a soldier, thrust 
aside all arbitrary methods and _ insisted 
that the peaceful operations of the civil au- 
thority should be maintained when its officers 
were ready and willing to perform their legiti- 
mate duties. Instead of a spirit of Cesarism. 
he showed profound respect for the majesty of 
civil law, a wise consideration for the rights 
and interests of the citizen, and asincere affec- 
tion for our republican institutions, His pre- 
decessor in this command had coostruel the 
reconstruction acts to give the commander of 
that district absolute power in the states of 
Louisiana and Texas. Hancock held to the 
supremacy of the civil over the military au- 
thority, and in accordance with these princi- 
ples bis first official act upon assuming the 
ecmmand was to issue the famous order No. 
40, which is as follows: 

1. Iu acecordence with general orders No. 81, 
headquarters of army, adjutant general's office, 
Washington, D.C., August 27, 1867, Major Genera! 
W.s. Hancock hereby assumes command of the 
fifth military district and of the department coun- 
posed of the states of Louisiana and Texas. 

2. The general commanding is gratified to learn 
that peace and quiet reign in this department. It 
willbe his purpose to preserve this condition of 
things. AS a means to this great end he regards 
the maintenance of the civil authorities in the 
faithful execution of the laws as the most efficient 
under existing circumstances. In war it is indis- 
pensible to repel force by force, and overthow and 
destroy opposition to lawful authority. But when 
insurrectionary force has been overthrown and 
peace established, and the civil authorities are 
ready and willing to perform their duties, the mil- 
itary power should cease to lead, and the civil ad- 
ministration resume its natural and rightful 
dominion. Solemnily impressed with 

“these views, the general announces that the great 
principles of American liberty are still the lawful 
inheritance of this poor, and ever should be. The 
right of trial by jury, the habeas corpus, the liberty 
of the press, the freedom of speech, the natural 
rights of persons, and the rights of property must 
be preserved. Free institutions, while they are 
essential to the prosperity and happiness of the 
reople, always furnish the strongest inducements 
to peace and order. Crimes and offenses committed 
in this district must be referred to the considera- 
tion and judgment of tne regular civil tribunals, 
arnd-those tribunals will be supported in their law- 
{ul jurisdiction. While the general thus indicates 
his purpose to respect the liberties of the people, 
he wishes all to understand that armed insurrec- 
tion or forcible resistance to the law will be instant- 
ly suppressed by arms. 

The contest growing out of this position 
endeared General Hancock to the people of 
the southern § states and to all lovers of lib- 
erty. Throughout the whole of General Han- 
cock’s command of the department of the gulf 
his course was uniformly consistent with the 
scntiments set forth above. Although in su- 
preme command, he sustained the jurisdic: 
tion of the civil courts and the purity and in- 
dependence of elections bythe people. He 
refused to organize military commissions to 
supplant the judiciary of the state, and avoid- 
ed ajJl military interferences with the admin- 
istration of civil affairs, Under a rale so be- 
neficent there was no necessity for the exer- 
cise of arbitrary power, for obedience to the 
laws was the homage the people voluntarily 
rendered toan administration so purely aud 
wisely devoted to the public good. 

Finding finally that his course was not in 
accord with the views ofsome of his military 
superiors at Washington, General Hancock 
was, at his own request, relieved from his com- 
mand, by orders dated March 28, 1868, and 
transferred to the important command of the 
military division of the Atlantic, which em- 
braced the department ofthe lakes, the depart- 
ment of the east and the department of Wash- 
ipgton, with headquarters at Washington. 
There he remained until the October follow- 


ing, when they were transferred to 
New York city. March 5, 1869, 
by orders of President Grant, 


General Hancock was transferred to the com- 
mand of the department of Dakota, with 
headquarters at St. Paul, where he remained 
until the death of Major-General Meade in the 
fall of 1872, when he was again assigned to the 
wilitary division of the Atlantic, with head- 
quarters at New York. This post he has ever 
since retained, living on Governor's island, 
New York harbor. 

The democratic convention of 1830 placed 
Hancock in the field as its candidate for the 
presidency. He conducted the canvass with 
consummate dignity, and accepted defeat with 
philosophy. Ever since that date he has at- 
tended strictly to the duties of his command, 

GOING TO THE FUNERAL,

THE LONDON RIOTS. 


THE MOB REASSEMBLES IN TRA- 
FALGAR SQUARE. 


Ten Thousand Men Take Possession of the Town— 
Assaulting Carriages and Shops — They are 
Charged by the Police and Finally Put 
to Rout—Several Persons Injured. 


LONDON, February 9.—Sparling, the socialist 
leader, in an interview in relation to the part 
taken by the socialists in the demonstrations 
yesterday, said that, while he did not approve 
of rioting, still he could net but rejoice at an 
event which tended to show that society was 
insecure. In regard tothe stone throwing at 
Carlton club, Sparling said the members of that 
body had brought the attack upon themselves 
by appearing at the windows and laughing and 
jeering at the mob. In explanation of the 
rough treatment to which a lady had been sub- 
jected by the rioters, he said her carriage had 
been stopped because the lady 
was heard to order her coachman 
to “drive over those dogs.” “The mob,” Mr. 
Sparling said, “attacked shops which exhibited 
the royal arms.” But the fact is that the 
pillage and destruction were universal and in- 
discriminate. The heuse of Mr. Morley, 
patronage secretary, was broken into, entered 
snd overrun by the mob, its windows and 
furniture demolished, notwithstanding Mor- 
ley’s personal protest and efforts for the police 
to protect it Morley’s house was well known 
to many of the mob, having been occupied for 
many years by John Bright, 

PILLAGED BY THE MOB. 

Ove large jewelry store was robbed of. sev- 
eval thousand pounds of -valuable goods. The 
eating and drinking houses were cleaned ont, 
and the rioters consumed their stocks on the 
spot. The merchant tailor shops were brokén 
into, clothing and rolls of cloth thrown into 
the street to.be carried off by whoever pos- 
sessed sufficient strength to defend himself 
from his fellows. Along all the streets trav- 
ersed by the different factions of the moh the 
destruction was complete, and after quiet was 
restored, the police found ample employment 
in biinging to the police station the goods 
dropped by the mob or thrown away in wan- 
tonness. It bas not been learned that any 
person was killed outright, notwithstanding 
that hundreds of people ,were beaten and mal- 
treated. Every policeman who showed him- 
self was set upon, and the rioters contended 
among themselves forthe possession of spoil. 

THE CROWD RE ASSEMBLING. 

At two p. m. fears are entertained that the 
riots of yesterday may be renewed. This is 
what could naturally be expected, when the 
immunity epjoyed by the nob in its work of 
destruction yesterday is considered. The po- 
liee showed that they were entirely powerless 
te cope with such force as that with 
which they were confrouted yesterday. 
In anticipation of another demonstration to- 
cay, small crowds of roughs have been pour- 
mg into Trafalgar square from different points 
of the city, and at this hour the crowd assem- 
bied there numbers fully 3,000. None of the 
leaders, however, of yesterday’s disturbances 
have made their appearance as yet, and 
whether any programme has been determined 
on for anothcr outbreak is not known. West 
Erd today wears a holiday appearance. A 
general feeling of alarm and insecurity is felt 
among the residents of that quarter, and most 
of the shops are closed. Tradesmen are in- 
dignant at the lack of protection afforded 
them by the authorities, and at the impotency 
of the police. No instructions have yet been 
grven to the police as to what course to pur- 
sue inthe cvent of further riotings by the 
mob, and the shopkeepers feel that they are 
entirely unguarded against pillage and the de- 
struction of their property. Though it is 
wel] known who theleadersof the mob were, 
nore have been arrested. The tradesmen 
propose to send a_ petetion tothe home office 
demancing that they be afforded protection 
from: the depredations of the mob. 

“MEN MUST HAVE BREAD.” 

Mr. Hyndman, president of the democratic 
federation, disclaims any responsibility for 
the actions of the mob yesterday. He pre- 
dicts that trouble of very serious proportions 
will enste if the distress existing among the 
working people is not soon relieved. The men 
will not starve forever, he says,and if the 
authorities refuse to help them then they 
must not be surprised if force is resorted 
to procure bread. The roughs 
are taking advantage of the fog 
this afternoon, to assemble in various parts of 
West End. They are bold and impudent. One 
gang attempted to stop the carriages of the 
members of the nobility who were on their way 
to St. James palace, to attend a leace given by 
the prince of Wales. A force of police was at 
hand, however, who drove back the crowd and 
dispersed them. Alarm is spreading to all 
paits of the city. 

THE TURBULENCE INCREASES. 

By 3 o'clock the mob at Trafalgar square 
was estimated to be 10,00 strong. The major- 
ity of this great throng was composed of loaf- 
ers and roughs of the worst class, Large num- 
bers of policemen were present, but their ef- 
forts to control the turbulence of the mob have 
so far proved unavailing. They have been un- 
able to clear the streets, and traffic is, for the 
time being, brought to a standstill. The spirit 
of the mob is distinctly aggressive. Every 
carriage which happens to come within reach 
of the rioters is at once surrounded, and its 
occupants hooted, hissed and insulted. During 
the early part of the afternoon a gorgeous 


equipage was driven near the mob. Some 
cne said the turnout was the _ lord 
mayor's, and the rioters at once 


made a rush for it, seemingly determined to 
tcar the vehicle to pieces and stamp its occu- 
ponts to death. The police, however, by a vig- 
orous charge, rescned the equipage and its oc- 
cnpants, and got them to a place of safety. The 
mob at present is simply a mass of undirected 
savages. Nothing, it would seem, but the want 
of some popular leader, prevents the mob from 
exerting its strength in some organized move- 
ment which might bring about the most disas- 
tious results. During the evening the police 
charged the mob twice in full force, for the 
purpose of breaking it up and driving the frag- 
ments from Trafalgar square, but both efforts 
were futile. The mob would yield a little at 
the point of attack, but bulge out in some other 
direction. The police could not surround or 
break it. Each failure of the police was 
greeted with cheers and yells. At this hour, 5 
p. m., the rioters are getting enraged at the 
frequent repetition of police hostility. The 
temper of the mob is rising. Thousands of 
men are pouring down to the scene, and all 
the pavements in the vicinity of Trafalgar 
suuare are lined with excited “nen, the rows 
on either side of the streets being nowhere 
less thansix men deep. 
THE RIOT SUPPRESSED. 

The increasing gravity of the situation oy 
ajarmed the authorities and they put forth 
their energies to suppress the incipient riot. 
Ihe police force on duty at Trafalgar» square 
was enormously increased, and prepared for a 
well defined-and exhaustive assault. This, 
after a long struggle, resulted in pashing the 
mob into the side streets, and thus splitting it

statement contained the assertion that 
the pressure which the werking men 
society had brought to bear on the local uu- 
thorities to secure relief for the distressed had 
entirely failed, and that the letters sent to the 
local government by persons authorized to 
speak for the distressed, were left unanswered. 
Burns and his colleagues added that they had 
personally come for seme Statement of the 


government's ‘intentions, in order to be 
able to report something definite 
to a meeting of unemployed workmen of Lon- 


don which is soon to be held in the city. 
Chamberlain replied in writing, that he did 
not think any of the remedies proposed by the 
social democratic federation would prove 
effectual to relieve th® prevalent want and 
misery existing among the unemployed 
in England. He was on this account 
unable to support these proposed 
measures. At the same time he felt the neces- 
sity of having something done, and he was 
now having an inquiry made for the purpose of 
ascertaining the exact extent and character 
of the distress, Wherever it should be found 
necessary to do so, the board of guardians, 
unless they were already empowered, would 
be authorized to grant outdoor relief when 
labor tests had been arranged sufficient to 
prevent imposture. “The question of public 
works,” continued Chamberlain; “was not 
within the province ofthe local government 
board.” The socialists departed dissatisfied 
with the outcome of the visit. Heyndman 
and Champion were quite angry over what 
they called Chamberlain’s evasion 
0 the rea] points at issue. 
They denounced his scheme of inquiry as 
a device to secure delay, while the very men 
in whore behalf the alleged inquiry was claim- 
ed to have been started were actually starving 
to death. 

“The unemployed of London,” the socialist 
committee continued, “do not want outdoor 
relief. They don’t want charity—they want 
nething but honest and useful work, which 
will enable them to earn their bread. The pro- 
position to give them doles, accompanied by 
servile and degrading labor tests, galls them, 
and is calculated to exasperate them into re- 
volt.” 

PROTESTING AGAINST THE RIOTERS. 

A meeting ofthe West End tradesmen was 
held this evening for the purpose of giving 
expression to their indignation at the want of 
confidence in the authorities for permitting 
the rict. W. H. Smith, member of parliament, 


who was a member of Lord Salisbury’s cabi- 
net, presided. Mr. Pickett stated that the 
loss cause@® to his firm by the rioters 
amounted LO 2,000 pounds, several 
metbers of parliament addressed the 
meeting.

Jeavor to punish them. Kelly had his 
eyes blackened, and was otherwise’ badly 
bruised in the fight yesterday. The city is

THE NEWS IN EUROPE, 

The news of the riots here has created a 
sensation in Europe. The socialists of Paris 
and Berlm are jubilant. Meetings are being 
held in those cities to express admiration for 
the London socialists, and to encourage them 
to further action. 

The Times severely censures the heads of 
the police department, who, it says, proved 
themselves unfit for the positions they occupy. 
It reminds Childers that his reputation de- 
pends largely upon his recognizing this fact. 
The constables, it adds, did all that was possi- 
ble in facing the mob, without help or guid- 
auce from the leading officers. 

The Standard this morning prints the 
port of an interview with Hyndman, the 
cialist leader. He denied that bad harvests or 
overpopulation were causes of distress prevail- 
ing among the working people, because, he 
said, similar social troubles existed in America 
and France. The real cause was the univeraal 
fact that the producers had no control over 
the amount paid for production. Hyndman said 
he and his associates would continue to hold 
labor meetings, and that there would soon be 
a demonstration of the East End (London 
tradesmen for the purpose of agitating the sub- 
ject of compensation, The only law on the 
subject dates from the reign of Edward I, and 
is difficult of application.

THE PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


Mr. Riddleberger Tries to Make Himself 
Conspicuous, 

WASHINGTON, February 9.—On motion of 
Mr. Mahone, the senate took up bills favorably 
reported, and on the calendar, providing for 
the erection of public buildings. A number 
such bills passed. For a building at Norfolk, 
Virginia, $250,000; at Huntsville, Alabama, 
$100,000, Jacksonville, Florida, $150,000; 
Greenville, South Carolina, $50,000; Vicksburg, 
Mississippi, $100,000; Augusta, Georgia,$200,000; 
Fortress Monroe, Virginia, $150,000; Wilming- 
tov, North Carolina, $200,000; eglargement of 
the building at Petersburg, inia, $50,000. 

A bill to appropriate $35,000 for the purchase 
cf a site for a public building at San Francisco, 
Cal., gave rise to some discussion started by 
Mr. Kiddleberger, who inquired whether there 
— not already a public building at that 
piace, 

Mr. Stanford replied that San Francisco paid 
from *400.000 to 3500,000 a year into the pub- 
lic treasury; that its postoffice building was an 
oid, tumble down affair, insufficient and inse- 
. and that San Francisco was entitled to a 
building that would accommodate the brsiness 
ct the city of the Pacific coast. 

Mr. Riddleberger characterized the com- 
bine’ reports of the public building committee 
as avoller “river and harbor” scheme, by 
which cach senator's selfishness in the interest 
of his state wes appealed to, and so general 
consent for these measures had been secured. 

Mr. Morrill defended the committee, saying 
it had carefully examined each case, had 
found that the buildings were necessary, and 
that Virginia had not been neglected. The 
bill was paseed. 

At two o'clock the San Francisco bill was 
displaced by the edueation bill. Mr. Blair 
took the floor and briefly explained the pro- 
visions of the bill. It would appropriate for 
the first year, he said, seven million, the sec- 
ond year ten million, the third year fifteen 
milhon, the fourth year thirteen million, the 
fifth year eleven million, the sixth vear nine

million, the seventh vear seven million, the 
eighth year five million. The money 
wes to be divided amovg the 
states and territories in that 


propoition which the whole numberof persons 
in each state or territory, who being over ten 
years of age and unable to read or write, bear 
to the whole number of such persons inthe 
United States. No state or territory should 
palticipate in the benefits of the bill that did 
not provide a free common school system, but 
separate schools for white and colored children 
should not be considered a violation of this 
condition. 

Mr. Riddleberger offered a resolation, which 
went over, directing the committee on public 
buildings to report the aggregate amount of 
money covered by the bills favorably reported 
by that committee at this session, and the 
places where the buildidgs provided for are to 
be erectcd.

THE STATE AGRICULTURAL SOCI- 
ETY IN COLUMBUS. ° 
————————— 

President Livingston Discusses the Reasons for the 
Low Price of Cotton—Professor White’s Ex- 
perimental Farm — General Business 
Entered Upon of Interest, Etc. 


CoLumsEts. Ga. February 9.—[Special.1— 
The state agriéultural convention me‘ at the 
Sprivger opera house in this city at nine 
o'clock this morning. There are about two 
hundred and fifty delegates present, Tae pro- 
ceedings were opened with prayer by Rev. R. 
H. Harris. Mayor Grimes delivered the a4- 
dress of welcome, on the part ofthe city, and 
(, E. Thomas on behalf of the Muscogee 
county society. Pr. Jones, of Barke, respond- 
ed. on behalf of the state society. 

THE SEMI-ANNUAL ADDREss, 

President Livingston then delivered his 
semi-annual address. He presented statistics 
showing that while the acreage planted in cot- 
ton steadily incfeased, each year, there was no 
increase in thé production. He explained 
this by the statément that farmers who had 


formerly cultivated twenty acres to fhe mule. 


were now trying to cultivate forty. As long 
as this system is continued, 
and the foreign market is 
led to believe that because we have planted a 
larger acreage we will gather a larger crop, 
just so long will the price received be unre- 
munerative. He also noticed that while there 
was an increased demand for cotton goods and 
there was no increase in the supply of cotton, 
the price did not increase. One reason for 
this is that the price is fixed bya foreign 
market, against which our home government 
discriminates. It was his aim to diseuss the 
question of protection, but he would say that 
there was never a discrimination that was not 
in favorof the few against the many. Another 
cause for the low price of cotton was the fact 
that it was in many cases badly picked and 
ginned, and when put upon the market it is 
unfit even for making mattresses. 
Again, the extensive mortgage system 
was another cause for low prices. 
lative world understands that almost the whole 
cotton crop must be thrown upou thermarket 
about the 15th of October to meet mortgages 
made for supplies. He said that it had been 
charged that the society was a kind of mutual 
admiration society. While thecharge is false, 
it is not made without excuse, because the so- 
ciety has not done as much as it should have 
accomplished. He wanted the society to get 
down to hard work. The people expected a 
solution of the troubles surrounding the farm- 
ing interests. He said that commerce, trans- 
portation, finance, education and co-operation 
were fit subjects for discussion, and 
subjects in which the farmer had 
a greater interest than any other 
class. It had been charged that the society 
was composed of quasi politicians, who were 
afraid to handle these questions. He wanted 
to see that charge refuted by this convention. 
He said that the farmers of Georgia are indus- 
trious and ‘economical, and had goed labor 
when it was watched, but the great mistake 
many make is in allowing negroes to take 
charge of their farms. We have a good cli- 
mate and good soil, and if the farmers will 
stick closely to their business and watch their 
labor, the condition of affairs will be. materi- 
wlly changed for the better. He said that the 
farmers had plenty of friends, but they. had 
vot no substantial help from any of them. He 
would impress upon their minds the fact that 
the gods help those who help themselves. He 
concluded by appealing to the society to dis- 
cuss freely all the subjects touching the agri- 
cultural interests, and to do something to show 
that they are willing to help those who help 
themselves. 
BUSINESS ENTERED UPON 

Under the head of miscellaneous business a 
resolution was introduced by Colonel Mark 
W. Johnson providing for the holding of the 
next state fairin Atlanta, but deferred until 
other cities could have an opportunity of sub- 
mitting propositions, 

A resolution providing for a congress of 
grangers of Tennessee, Alabama, North and 
South Carolina and the State Agricultura! so- 
ciety in Atlanta during the next summer, un- 
der the direction of the commissioner of agri- 
enlture, and a committee from the society, was 
offered but not acted upon. 

Mr. R. A. Nesbit, of Bibb, was elected vice 
president to fill a vacancy in the sixth congres- 
sional district. 

Mr. Delaney, of Muscogee, moved to rescind 
the resolution requiring delegates to pay one 
dollar at each meeting of the society. 

A debate ensued on this, and the motion was 
finally defeated, and a motion by Mr. Nesbit 
was adopted making the payment of the dollar 
by a delegate requisite to getting his return 
ticket stamped. 

THE ATHENS EXPERIMENTS. 

In the afternoon session, Professor White. of 
Athens, gave the result ofexperiments at the 
university showing the relative value of fertil- 
izers. He was convinced that the homemade 
fertilizers were most beneficial, and saida good 
formula was 1,250 pounds of acid phosphate, 
500 pounds of cotton seed meal, and 259 
pounds of kainit. In reference to corn, he 
said that experiments had been made which 
showed it was more profitable to allow the fod- 
der to remain on the stalks than to pull it. On 


' the labor quéstion he said that the great need of 


this country is an intelligent peasantry, such 
as the negro can never hope to be, and the 
only way to getit is by encouraging immigra- 
tion,

Mr. Fannin,of Troup,introduced a resolution 
indorsing the technological school, and reeom- 
mending that the commissioners who shall

Mr. Harrell, ‘of Webster, strongly opposed 


, the resolution, and hoped that the convention 


would not indorse the action of the legislature. 
in passing the act establishing the technologi- 
cal school. He took occasion to make a vehe- 


| nent speech against public education. He was 


not opposed to education, but was opposed to 
taxing the people to pay for it. He moved 
the reference of the resolution to a committee. 
but bis.motion was lost and the resolution was 
adopted. 

Mr. Heard, of Clarke, introduced a set of 
resolutions providing for the appointment ofa 
committee to memoralize the legislature to 
enact Jaws encouraging emigration, but 
upon the statement by the president that the 
excursion of Ohio farmers had been invited to 
attend the convention and would probably be 
here tomorrow, the resolutions were laid over 
to await their arrival, that they may know the 
sentiment of the society on the subjeet of emi- 
gration. 

The night session was rather an expeaience 
meeting, in which many delegates gave their 
experience in the cultivation of the various 
products of thesoil. Among the speakers was 
Mr. John Chapino, of Atlanta, who gave the 
society the benefit of his experiments in the 
culture of cotton. 

During the day a basket-of artificial flowers 
was presented to the society by Mrs. Jane Mar- 
tin. They were made of vegetables and grain.

Jackson, C. J.—1. The giving of a bond is 
a condition precedent to the return of the pa- 
pers to court for trial, where an affidavit of il- 
legality is tendered to the executien issiied on 
the foreclosure ofa chattel mortgage; and if 
the bord be not conditioned substantially as 
the statute requires, the papers ought not to 
he reo urned to court and the sale suspended. 
Code, 976; 61 Ga., 390, 391. 

2. The condition of the bond prescribed by 
the statute is “for the return of the property 
when called for by the levying officer,” This 
requirement 1s not- met by a bond the condi- 
tion of which isthat the defendant “should 
return the property * * to the levying officer, 
im case the issue formed on the affidayit of ille- 
galily * should be found against the said 
the said W. D. Brantley” (the defendant): aud 
an athdavit accompanied by snch a bond was 
proper|y dismissed.

Jackson, C. J.—It is doubtful whether a re- 
covery could have been had on a declaration to 
recover land, containing a description of the 
land sued for in these words: “Part of a tract 
of two hundred and twenty acres, between 
Fort creek and Shoulder Bone creek, bounded 
on the north by land of Willie Adams, on the 
east by lands of Ross and Carpenter and on the 
south and west by land of said Rives;” but no 
point was made on it by demurrer or other- 
wise. Perhaps, had the point been made, it 
migbt have been met by an amendment, 
making the description more accurate. 

2. The defendant had the right to file an equi- 
table plea, settiug up a contract of sale by a de- 
cedent, whose executors were the plaintiffs, to 
a third party orhis assigns; that it had been 
assigned to the defendant; and that all the 
purchase money had been paid: and he could 
compel a specific performance of such contract 
from the plaintiffs, an offer to recind by defend- 
ant having been refused by them. 

3. The contract from the testator of plain- 
tiffs contained the following: ‘Rec'd * of 
George Kt. Brown two thousand dollars in full 
payment fortwo hundred and fifty acres of 


land lying in Hancock county, 
adjoining lands of Willie B. Adams, 
Ross, George 8S. Rives and Thomas 


M. Turner, known in the late survey of the 
lands of Thomas M.Turneras the James M. 
Hunt place, 175 acres, and the seventy-five 
acres tracton the west side of Fort creek; 
possession of lands given this day to said 
George R. Brown, together with the right of 
way fromthe west side of said tract across the 
lands of Thomas M. Turner to road now lead- 
ing from Sparta to the W. B. Hunt residenoe.”’ 
Then followed an obligation to make title to 
said Brown, his heirs, executors, administra- 
tors and assigns; and on the paper was an 
assignment for value from Brown to the de- 
fendant: 

Held that this contract included the land 
sned for, as described in the first head note 
above. 

3. The written contract covered the entire 
Hunttiact , asa whole, although it may have 
contained more than one hundred and seven- 
ty-five acres, and parol evidence was not ad- 
missible io show that the trade was ata given 
price per acre, there being no allegation of 


- fraud or mistake in the writing and noattempt 


to reform it.

Jackson, C. J.—A vendor of land gave a bond 

for title and took a note for the purchase mon- 
ey. Subsequently she endorsed the note, and 
traus/erred it toa firm for value. At the same 
time she made a deed to the purchaser of the 
lare avd placed it with the firm as an escrow, 
to secure the payment of the note, the firm 
taking such deed without notice of any trouble 
about the quantity or number of feet of the 
land. Thenote not being paid, it was sued to 
judgment against the maker and endorser,and 
the execution was levied on the land sold and 
other property of the maker. She filed a bill, 
alleging that the deed in the hands of the 
hoiders of the note did not cover all the land 
described in the bond for titles; and that the 
vencor was insolvent; and praying that the ex- 
ecution be enjoined, and that the vendor and 
holders of the note and escrow be compelled to 
specifically perform the contract contained in 
the bond: 

Held, that there was no ground for specitic 
performance o1 injunction against the indors- 
ers of the note,and a refusal of such injunc- 
tion was proper.

Jackson, C. J —1. A demurrer to an indict- 
ment should be in writing. The overruling of 
a paro] demurrer will not furnish ground for a 
reversal. Code, 7 4639. 

2. Where an indictment charged the defend- 
ant with forgery of a receipt for twenty dollars, 
and the receipt, when produced, showed that 
the amount was in figures which were not 
clearly written, so as to render it certain what 
the amount was, but were written so as to dis- 
guise the act, and the appearance presented by 
such figures was that of a figure 2, followed by 
two naughts and two short vertical strokes of 
the pen, like two ones, the one above the other, 
there was no error in admitting the receipt in 
evidence subject to the charge thereon; nor was 
there error in charging, that if there was am- 
biguity, the jury might determine from allthe 
evidence whether the forger meant twenty 
dollars or not, and that, if there were no am- 
biguity and the receipt plainly were not for 
twenty dollars, they could not find the defend- 
ant guilty. : Pees

of opinion in the charge on tl - subject, and 
there was evidence on which to «se it. 

3. The charge in respect to re. »nable doubts 
is unexceptionable. 

4. Where an indictment alleged that the 
defendant forged a receipt fora peach grinder 
bought by one B. W. Fields from Mark W. 
Johnson, the same being for twenty dollars, 
with intent todefraud said B. W. Fields and 
Mark W. Johnson,and where the evidence 
was sufficient to show the forging of the mer- 
cant’s name to the receipt, but the person who 
testified that he bought the peach grinder was 
named George Fields, this was not sufficient to 
render a verdict of guilty contrary to law and 
evidence. 

(a). The forgery in all other respects is made 
ont, and the fact that the defendant cheated 
and swindled the purchaser dods not change 
the offense of forging the name of the mer- 
chant.

Roney, J.—In 1557 a deed was made, 
whereby certain realty was con- 
veyed upon the following trusts: 


‘Upon condition and trust, nevertheless, that 
the said Levi W. Bates will permit Eunice 
Copp, wife of me the aforementioned Daniel 
D. Copp, to hold and possess the same during 
ber natural life, and to receive the reuts, 
issues and profits thereof during her said life, 
not subject to the debts, contracts or engage- 
ments ef her present or any future husband, 
with whom she may intermarry; and from and 
afterthe death of the said Eunice, in further 
trnst that he, the said Levi W. Bates, his heirs, 
executors, administrators will convey the 
same to the children of the said Eunice, share 
and share alike, if more than one, to them, 
their heirs and assigns forever, free from any 
trust; and in default of any such children, 
then in further trust to convey the same to 
such person or persons as the said Eunice may 
direct by her last will and testament °° by 
instrument in the nature thereof te ' ed 
in the presence of three er miuie civdimie + f 
nesses; apd in def»: t.such direction and 
appointment i):>n | ther trust to eonvey 
the same to su: 2} ur persons as may be 
entitled thereto, : ing to the provisions of 
the statute of distr. cion of the state of Geor- 
gia,and to and for no oiher use, intent and 
purpose whatsoever, and itis mutually cove- 
nanted and understood by and between the 
pai ties to these presents, that it shall be law- ' 
ful for the said Levi W. Bates, upon the writ- 
ten request of the said Eunice, to be signed in 
the presence of two or more credible witnesses, 
to sell and dispose of the aforementioned 
premises to such purchaser or purchasers, and 
upon such terms as may seem to him most ad- 
vantageous, for the interests of the trust, he, 
the said Levi W. Bates, or hls successor in the 
trust, investing and preserving the proceeds 
upon the same uses and trusts as are hereinaf- 
ter specified, and in such manner as may seem 
to him, in the exercise of a fair and reasonable 
discretion, to be beneficial to the interest of the 
tiust, but the purchaser of purchasers shall not 
be bound to look to such reinvestment.” 

This deed appeared to be a reinvestment un- 
der a deed of trust made in 1840 upon exactly 
the same trusts. In 18140 the wife (Eunice) 
had but one child. In 1857, when the second 
trust deed was made, she had five. In 1883 
she died, leaving one child surviving. The 
trustee conveyed the property to this child, 
and the husbands and children of daughters 
who died before the life tenant, but after the 
making of the deed in 1857. filed their bill 
claiming a remainder interest: 

Held, that the deed conveyed the fee to the 
trustee, to bold for the use of the grautor’s wife 
for life and with remainder to her children. 
The children living at the date of the delivery 
of the deed took a vested remainder, subject to 
open upon the birth of other children and 
admit them.also as remaindermen in fee: but 
such children as might die before the life ten- 
ant were not divested of their interest, and 
their children would be entitled to take in 
their stead.

The foundation was laid in the 
manner ted out by the statute, and the 
charge on’ the subject was substantially in the 
words of the Code, ? 3781. 

(a.) A prima facie case is all that is necessa- 
ry to carry dying declarations to the jury. It 
is an issue of fact whether or not they were 
made in immediate prospect of death. This is 
to be passed upon by the jury; and where the 
evidence is contradictory as to whether or not 
such declarations were made with the con- 
sciousness that the declarant wasin articulo 
mortis, this court will not interfere with the 
verdict of the jury and the refusal to ta 
new trial; esvecially where it is satified that 
the verdict was warrante® by the proof. 11 
Ga., 353, 354, 376. 377; 71 Id., 128, 141 et seq. 

2. Where a request to charge on the subject 
of the circumstances which would be sufficient 
to excite the fears of a reasonable man, and to 
justify a killing, was more fully and accurately 
set out in the general charge than in the re- 
quest, the refusal of such request furnishes no 
ground for a new trial. Code, 24321 cit,; Hop- 
kins’ Penal Laws, #71926 et seq. 

4. It is not only the privilege, but the duty, 
of the court, topropound such questions to re- 
luctant witnesses as will strip them of the sub- 
terfuges to which they resort to evade telling 
the teuth.

The fourth item bequeathed the only piece of 
real estate owned by the testatrix to the war- 
censand vestry of Christ church for a parson- 
age, and if not needed for that purpose, for 
charitable uses. Other items distributed cer- 
tain shares of Central railroad stock among 
various chirities, most of them connected with 
the Episcopal church, and among a few friends, 
the daughters of a late bishop of that 
church. The seventeenth item was as follows: 

“To my friend, Miss Margaret M. Welman, I 
give and bequeath all the silver, jewelry and 
other personal effects I may die possessed of, 
and not hereinbefore enumerated, having 
already communicated to her my 
wishes on the subject; and in connection with 
this bequest I state that all the silver owned 
by me when the city of Sayannah was cap- 
tured by General Sherman, as well as that left 
hy wy sunt, Mrs. Scott, was at that time 
stolen.” 

Item eighteenth was as follows: “All 
the rest and residue of my estate, not 
hereinbefore specifically devised, bequeathed 
or disposed of, of what kind soever and where- 
soever located, I give, devise and bequeath to 
the churchwardens and vestrymen of the Epis- 
eopal church in the city of Savannah called 
(} rist Chure! , and to their successors forever, 
whom! declare my residuary legatees, to be 
by them held or applied to and for the use, 
and benefit of the said church in such manner 
as they may deem best for its interest.

A codicil bequeathed certain shares of 
steck to the waidens of §Christ Church 
in trust, to pay over. the dividends to a 


former slave of the testatrix during his life, 
o? d after his death “‘to hold said stock to the 

id church wardens and vestrymen of the 
“piscopal Church in the city of Savannah, 
called Christ Church, with the rest and residue 
of my estate, asdeclared and bequeathed in the 
cighteenth item of my said will.” The testa-

The Death of General Hancock. 

The sudden and unexpected death of Gen- 
eral Winfield Scott Hancock will carry sor- 
row to thousands of homes in every state in 
the union. 

Like McClellan, General Hancock was a 
model ty pe of the Christian soldier and gen- 
tleman. Thronvhout his military career his 
escutcheon was never smirchéed by a stain, 
never even clouded by suspicion. 

jorn in Montgomery county, Pa., Febru- 
ary 14, 1824, he graduated at West Point in 
1844, and served muinly on the frontier until 
1846, when he went to Mexico. His gallant 
conduct at Contreras and Cherubusco caused 
him to be brevetted as first lieutenant. Later 
he was assigned to frontier duty and was 
quartermaster of the southern district of 
California. His record in the civil war is 
familiar to our readers. He entered as brig- 
adier general of volunteers, was conspicuous 
at the battles of Williamsburg apd Frazer’s 
farm, and took «an active part in the battles 
of South mountain and Antietam. Having 
been commissioned major general he distin- 
guished himself at Fredericksburg, Chan- 
cellorsville, Gettysburg, the Wilderness, 
Spottsylvapia Court-dfonse, the second battle 
of Cold Harbor, and in the operations around 
Petersburg. After the war he was placed in 
command successively of the middle depart- 
ment, Missouri, Louisiana and Texas, Dako- 
ta, and the eastern states. 

General Hancock’s bearing during the ex- 
citing campaign of 1880, when he was the 
democratic nominee for the presidency, won 
him hosts of friends everywhere, irrespective 
of partisan considerations. He was too great 
aman to be affected by defeat. On the 
morning after the election he opened his eyes 
and found his wife at his bedside. When 
she announced the result he calmly remark- 
ed: *‘T will turn over and take anether nap.”’ 

It has frequently been said that General 
Hancock, in full uniform, was the finest and 
most commanding figure ever seen at the 
head ofanarmy. The favorite name for him 
all over the country was ‘‘The Superb,’’ and 
this designation’ was given to him as much 
on account of his grand «qualities of head 
and heart as because of his splendid appear- 
aneé, Such a manas Hancock could not be 
misunderstood. Federals and confederates, 
reppblicans and democrats alike honored and 
loved him, and in the heat of political war- 
fare the breath of slander never dared to 
touch his name. The great general has gone 
to*his last sleep amidst manifestations of 
sincere grief from his countrymen all over 
the'land. He will live in history asa sol- 
dier who did not forget that he was a citizen 
and a patriot.

When Frank David Nero lived in Kansas 
City, a few years ugo, he was considered a 
rather briglit negro, but nothing more. He

Pes and when he became a revivalist it was ex- 


__ pected that he would succeed tolerably well 
among people of his own race. 

Reeent developments, however, show that 
Neroisa manof genius. In a very short 
time he has made a reputation as one of the 
most successful imposters of modern times. 
Disappearing from Kansas City this remark- 
able negro turned up in London. He ecar- 
ried forged letters of recommendation from 
the leifling preachers of the United States, 
and elgimed to be collecting fands for a big 
negro college. Among the philanthropists 
of England Nero made a favorable impres- 
sion. He collected money from churches, 
moneyed men, officials, and even from the 
police stations, 

An accident betrayed him. The woman 
who lived with him, and passed off for his 
wife, purchased expensive costumes in Glas- 
gow, leaving a balance due, When the two 

_ left the city their creditors traced them to 
Manchester, where they found Nero. The 
black revivalist refused to pay the bill, say~ 
ing that he was not responsible for the debts 
ofhbis wife, who’had goneto Paris, The 
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creditors telegraphed the Young Men’s 
Christian association of New York, and found 
that Nero was a frand. Then they had him 
arrested. 

It was then discovered that the swindler 
bad a wife in Kansas City. Among, his let- 
ters were found many from English women, 
who avowed the most intense love and ad- 
miration for him. ‘The fellow’s diary con- 
tained a minute account of his work, and 
showed that he had received egntibutions 
amounting to an enormous sum. In public 
he lived plainly and sanctimoniously, but he 
kept a private establishment where he lived 
like a lord. How this miserable negro man- 
aged to impose for years npon every circle of 
English society and swindle his victims out 
of a fortune isan inexplicable mystery. It 
must have heen personal magnetism. He is 
now ina British prison, and itis to be hoped 
that he will remain there. 


The Cold Weather. 

Thursday and Friday of last week were 
very cold days all over the country. In the 
city the mercury fell to % degrees—above 
zero.. About three weeks ago we had a week 
of bleak and bitter weather, the mercury 
going 2 point or two below zero, Other, 
than these two cold spells, which did not, 
all told, cover over ten days, the winter in 
this city has been altogether pleasant and 
enjoyable. We have had no snow, and very 
little mud. The rains have been short, and 
the sun has shone brightly in every week of 
the entire season. 

We state these facts with particularity, 
because the people in the northern states are 
inclined to excuse their own Arctic weather 
with a statement that it is nearly as bad in 
the sonth. This is not thetruth. Taken as 
a whole the winter has been an agreeable 
one in the south—far more agreable and 
milder than last winter. 

It is very easy to say that it is as cold 
here as there: but last week when we had 
crisp Weather, and the mercury ranged from 
10 degrees to 15 degrees above zero, it stood 


in New England and upper New York towns, 


from 30 degrees to 40 degrees below zerog 
There is a wide difference between these 
figures. Even in Delawareand Virginia the 
temperature was it many places many de- 
gress less than the Fahrenheit nothing. 

We do not claim that the ten days of cold 
we have experienced this winter were very 
enjoyable ; but we do claim that our winter 
has not been, as some northern papers state, 
an unusually cold or disagreeable one. It 
has been a very comfortable season, as those 
among us will testify whohave recently felt 
New England or nothwestern weather. To 
them our temperature scems almost tropical. 


War in the Hast Probable. 

The time is fast coming when armies can 
take the field, and large campaigns be con- 
ducted with econowy und decision; and as 
that time approaches, it becomes plainer that 
some country or countries expect to appeal 
to the sword in connection with: the final 
partition of European Tarkey. This is plain 
from the fact that nothing has heen settled, 
end from the further fact that no phase of 
the situation seems open to settlement by 
methods of peace. The powers ordered 
Greece and Servia todisarm, but neither 
prcposes to obey tle mandate. Neither 
would dare to refuse if strong power 
did not stand behind. ‘The union of Bul- 
garia and Roumelia has not been sanction- 
ed, although the porte is hussia 
blocks the way. No power is willing 
to co-operate with England in a naval de- 
monstration against Greece. The whole 
situation remains unchanged, and spring 
will find all things as unsettled as they were 
when winter set in, except in this respeet— 
War preparations in Russia, Austria, Turkey, 
Greece, Servia, Bulgaria and Roumania have 
been largely advanced ; und if there is not a 
great war in the spring, then all the indica- 
tions are misleading

Asa matter of course, there were occasional re- 
spites, but the faet remains tha 
the southern woman before the war was 
compelled by the force of circumstance: to be not 
only a model housekeeper, but a woman of busi- 
ness—Of affairs.

eration of women who knew how to manage large 
plantations, aud how to preside with economy, as 
well as grace, over immen-e establishments, found 
themselves broucht face to face with the most ab- 
ject poverty.

The entire session of the cabinet today was 
devoted to the consideration of the anti- 
Chinese troubles in Seattle, W. T. Several 
cabinet officers stated that they were in reesipt 
of dispatches from’territoria] oflicers, including 
the governor, the latest of which indicate 
that the Jocal autlrorities have the rioters un- 
der control, and are hopeful of their ability to 


prevent a further outbreak and to preserve the 


peace. The fact that the Chinese minister had 
requested the aid of the governmentin the 
protection of the Chinese was referred to 
by the secretary of state. It was 
decided, however, in view of orders from 
the local authorities, that it was not necessary 
at present to order United States troops to the 
scene of the troubles, but the secretary of war 
was instructed to bave the troops in readiness 
for immediate transportation, in case of emer- 
geneies arising which would require their 
presence at Seattle. There was many ‘appeals 
for federal assistance during the height of the 
trouble, but as they did not come through the 
legal channels, they could not be acted upon.

The Action.of the Governor of Washington 
Territory. 

SEATTLE, W. T., February °.—After the fir- 
ing on the mob by the home guards and the 
crowd had dispersed the Chinese continued on 
their ig to China town, escorted by the 
troops. De 
were heard on al! sides, and prominent citizens 
belonging to the organization were threatened 
with hangivg by the mob. At last a warrant 
Was sworn out in the police court, charging 
five of the home guards with shooting with in- 
tent to kill. ‘The constable atsempted to serve 
the warrants, ut Judge Greene declared that 
the cuards were officers of his court, and that 
he would not have them molested. Just be- 
fore the warrants were served, however, Gov- 
ernor Squires had determined to take vigor- 
ous action. It was plain that most extreme 
measures were necessary, and Governer Squires 
issued a proclamation with a long and calm 
preemble reciting the situation, and closed 
follows: 

“Now, therefore, be it known that I, Watson C, 
“quires, as governor of the territory and command- 
er-in-chief of the military forces hereof, do hereby 
issume military;command of the city of Seattle,and 
co hereby order that no person exercise any office 
or authority mm said city which may be inconsistent 
with the laws and constitution of the United States, 
or laws of said territory, and 1 do hereby suspend 
the writ of habeas corpus and declare martial law 
within said city.”’ . 

THE PRESIDENT NOTIFIED, 

‘This of course stopped all judicial proceed- 
ings at oiece. Governor Squiresat the same 
time telegraphed President Cleveland stating 
that the city was in astate ofactual insurrection 
and earnestly requested aid. Major A. EF. Aldin 
was appointed provost marshalandthe military 
authorities took complete possession of the city. 
Orders were issued closing all business houses 
from 7 p.m. to6a.m., closing saloons indefi- 
nitely and giving warning that all persons 
fonnd on the streets without passes after 7 p.

AN UGLY FEELING IN THE AIR, 

In answer to the call for volunteers citizens 
are responding in large numbers and recruit- 
ipg isgoivg on rapidly. The authorities have 
plenty of rifles and ammunition and men are 
organized into companies as soon as enrolled. 
At this hour, 9:10 p. m., the authorities appear 
to have compl¢te control of the city, but there 
isan ugly feeling in the air. Rumors of all 
kinds are rife and the gravest apprehensions 
are entertained. The Chinese question seems 
to have been lost sight of, and the only feel- 
ings now are of revenge on one side and deter- 
mination to uphold the law on the other. Many 
prominent leaders of the anti-Chinese senti- 
ment are openly on the side of the law and are 
making every effort to restrain thcir late fol- 
lowers. The militia and home guards have 
been on duty continuously since Sunday 
morning. They are about worn out and can- 
not stand the strain much longer. Appeal 
after appeal has been sent for United States 
troops, but for some reason no orders were 
issued from Washingten until last evening 
and then it was too late for the troops to ar- 
rive nntil morving.

Providing for the Issue by the Treasurer of 
Coin Certificates. 

WASHINGTON, February ‘).-—The following is 
the text of the bill introduced in the senate 
today by Mr. Beck. 

That hereafter coin certificates shall be issued of 
apy denomination, for which legal tender uotes of 
the United States may now be issued, and when 
received at the treasury reissued, as provided for 
in section 2 of the act, and all gold and silver cer 
tificates now outstanding shall be retired when 
they are received at the treasury of the United 
States, 

Sec, 2. That it shall be the duty of the treasure: 
of the United States, upon the receipt of an origi- 
nalcertificate of deposit, issued by the United 
States assistant treasurer, at any United States sub 
treasury, Stating that there had been deposited 
therein gold coin or standard silver dollars of the 
United states in the sum of ten dollars, or any mul- 
tiple thereof, the payment of like amount in coin 
certificates, at the counters of any United States as 
sistant treasurer designated by the depositor, shall 
be orderedin such denominations as he may re- 
quest in writing, which shall be redeemable in 
gold or silver coin at the option of. the United 
states, 

sec, 5. That no coin certificates shall be issued of 
the denomination greater than 5500, and at least 
two-thirds of such certificates, at any time, shall 
ae of the denominations not exceeding tifty dol 
ars,

ing to the jail. The jailer’s wife rang 
the alarm hell,and many citizens tried to 


reach the jail, but were prevented by the de- 
termined lynchers. Garrett had been arrested 
for disturbing a Christmas tree festival at 
Shockey’s prairie, when Sheriff Davis permit- 
ted him to visit his home before going to jail. 
Subsequently Garrett raised a rifle and bru- 
tally murdered the ofticer while the latter’s 
back was turned. Garrett was afterward cap- 
tured in the woods, receiving fourteen desper- 
ate wounds, and was just recovering from these 
wounds when summonei to his awful fate.

The Effect that the Death of George Lorillard 
Will Have Upon It. 

NEW YoRK, February %.—[Special.}—The 
death of George Lorillard, at Nice, so soon af- 
ter the retirement of Vierre Lorillard, will 
vreatly affect the interests of the turf in this 
country. The sale ofthe Rancocas stable, an- 
nounced for February 23,will now necessarily be 
followed by the sale of the Westbrook stable, of 
which George Lorillard was the sole proprietor. 
These two stables are acknowledged to be the 
best in the east, and their sale will scatter 
| broadeast over the country as fine a lot of 


horses as was ever disposed of at 
one auction sale. in 1579 these 
two stables ran against each other 
and to theevident advantage of the Weat- 


brook, Sensation winning the juvenile stakes 
from the fast ones owned bythe Belmonts, 
Astors, Witherses, Clabaughs and Pierre Loril- 
lard. George Lorillard had just come on 
flushed with success from Baltimore, and Sen- 
sation’s success was immediately followed by 
those of Monitor, Una, Rosalie, Wilful, Bal- 
ance and others. In all he won about two 
hundred thousand dollars that season from the 
turf, and the stable was considered without a 
peer in America. His colors were orange and 
blue, and during the following two seasons 
they were as conspicuous on the race tracks 
as the cherry and black of his brother. The 
great victories of the Duke of Magenta and 
Tom Uchiltree in 1576 and 175 will form some 
of the most interesting incidents of the turf 
history of America. The greater part of the 
laurels ot the turf fell to the 
dead sportsman, and during bis two years on 
the turf he won nearly three-quarters of a 
million from stakes alone. Hewas a remarka- 
bly quiet man on the field , and was never 
known to get excited but once ortwice. He 
always betted his money heavily, and conse- 
quently his earnings were often of large 
amounts. His followers were as ready tostake 
their money against his stable as he was,‘and 
at the Jerome Park meeting in 1579 the money 
was poured into the bookmakers’ boxes at a 
etartling rate. He came out flushed with suc- 
cees, but sickness soon compelled him to retire 
from the turf, 

The date of the sale of Mr. Lorillard’s West- 
brook stable has not yet been decided upon,but 
it will probably be some time in Mareh in 
order that the western turfmen who attend the 
sale of the Rancocas stable may be able to take 
them both in. The most valuable horses are 
likely to go west.

TO BE IMPROVED. 


eae Extetision Ladder Truck Has Been Ordered 
Dy the Board of Pire Masters—It Will be Here 
Next Week—Chief Joyner Tells How the 
Truck Works — About the Boys. 


Cap. Joyner, the etticient chief of the 
fire department, is happy, beeanse the board of 
fire masters has ordered anew hook and ladder 
truck. 

The chief's smile is bigger than his fire 
department. 

The truck is now on its way te Atlanta. It 
was shipped from Elmira, N. Y., day before 
yesterday, and is the finest and most complete 
fire apparatus ever brought south. It cost 
$3,000, and if it does all that is claimed for it. 
the truck will be worth its weight in gold to 
Atlanta. It is known as the 

HAY’S EXTENSION LADDER TRUCK. 

The machine weighs 5,500 pounds, and is 
built somewhat after the style of the track 
now in use. It has a nest of ladders like the 
present truck, but on top of the nest and sepa- 
rate and apart from itis the extensivn ladder. 
This ladder is the great feature of the truck. 
The ladder has an expanding capacity of sixty- 
five feet. One end of the ladder is fastened to 
the truck, and it is operated without removing 
it. When the ladder is needed one end is 
raised from the truck just as an ordinary lad- 
der fs raised from the ground. It is elevated 
by 

THE MEANS OF A “RANK, 
and can be stopped in the air cither in perpen- 
dicular position or at any angle without hav- 
ing something to rest against, and then, too, it 
will be sufliciently stationary to allow a man 
to clinch it. When hoisted the ladder is only 
about thirty feet long, and the extension is 
made afterwards. The machine is handsome- 
ly finished and will attract much attention 
when it reaches Atlanta. 
CHIEF JOYNER TALKS. 

“Why,” said Chief Joyner, “the depariment 
will be fifty per cent better when we vet that 
machine than now. It is the greatest thing 
in the world,” 

“How will the boys take to it?’ 

“Nicely. Commodore Emmel is now laugh- 
ing himself to death. The machine won't be 
hard to work. See, when we want to vet up 
to the side of a building we will run the truck 
up by hand, raise the ladder with the crank, 
run out the extension and the men will go up.

“Then it is a kind of life saver?” 

“Yes, itcan be soused. Now if the city had 
had one when the James’ bank building burn- 
ed it could have been run up the side of of that 
house and the man 
the roof could have come down. Then again 
if I had had one when 
the Dodd building was on tire 
I could have done better work. You remem- 


ber what confusion was caused by the firemen - 


running up thesteps and the people running 
down with this truck that confusion would 
have been avoided. The firemen would have 
given up the stairway to all who wanted to 
come down and have gohe upthe ladder to the 
burning part of the building above the peo- 
ple.” 

“But how would you get the hose np?” 

‘‘Easy enough. We keep a section hose with 
nozzle attached strapped to the ladder. We 
fasten the line and hose to this section and 
hoist the ine with the ladder.”
